Blood Transtusion 
Service Has Begun 


Alberta became the second link in 
the Canadian Red Cross Society’s 
new nation wide free bood transfusion 
service Tuesday afternoon at 3 p.m. 
when His Honor Lieutenant-Governor 
J. Campbell Bowen officially opened 
the society’s main depot in Edmoxton 
for the Blood Transfusion Service of 
the province. British Columbia was 
the first to receive this new service, 

In opening the Blood Transfusion 
Depot, the Lieutenant-Governor 
praised the Red Cross Society and the 
untiring efforts of the members of ths 
provinvia} branches in making this 
new service possible in Alberta, A 
servire designed, he pointed out, to 
gave lives and to prevent ‘needless 
suffering, thereby deserving the 
whole hearted support of the citizens 
of Alberta,

Canada to receive this completely free 
blocd transfusion service of the Can- 
adian Red Cross Society, 

Ip British Columbia, the first vro- 
vince to be organized, nearl; 4,000 
hottles of-blocd have heen cistvibuted 
free of ciarge to hospitals since the 
inauguration of tise service in Febru- 
auy of this yeur. Any paticnt in need 
of a transfusion receives it entirely 
free of any charge. 

Although this new service wil?) 
not be available in all Alberta hosp- 
itals immediately,Red Cross officials 
stated everything would be done as 
speedily as possible, to adequately 
nupply all in need, 

Twenty thousand donors. giving 
blood twice a year will be needed by 
the Canadian Red Cross Blood Trans- 
fusion Service to meet the require- 
ments of Alberta shospitals. 

Anyons in Gleichen not yet register- 
ed is urged to cortact the Red Cross 
Society, 

Up until now it was only {possible 
to use television over comparatively 
short distances, perfect reception he- 
inging ensured within a radius ot 
about 35 miles although exception 
occured in te vase of distances of 1U0 
miles or more.

An ideology is such passionate he- 
lief about a way of life that its ad- 
herents will not rest till thé whole 
world adopts it, Theze can be no two- 
world ideologies. 

If we do not want to to bow be- 
fore the Eastern ideology,, therefore, 
or go to war again to defend our 
Western way of life, we must take 
some drastic changes in that way 
between now and November, We must 
develop a way of thinking and liv- 
ing that conquers other nations on 
ideological] grounds, There can be 
“no compromise on principle” as Sec- 
retary of State Marshal emphatically 
says, But there may be some better 
principle. There may be an idea which 
other natioys will like better than 
their own and which we, at the same 
time, like better too. The problem is 
te find an idea that totalitaian pow- 
ers agree is better for the state and 
more wontrolled than State control 
while democracies agree it is freer and 
more enterprising than free enter- 
prise, Iyspired enterprise under God 
Control is the obvious and only an- 
swer. If we ourselves start living 
under God’s guidance to achieve 
“one world” internally—that is full 
agreement in our own domestic, in- 
dustrial and political affairs—there 
is still a chance that this will impress 
the easter, world in November, We 
may show, in action, an idea that they 
like better than their own and thus 
achieve a one world peace in London,

TRAVEL ON THE 
ALASKA HIGHWAY 


Travel over the 1,523 mile long 
Alaska Highway, while perfectly 
feasible for well equipped travelers, 


is not as éasy as some enthusiastic re- 
ports woud suggest. Due to short- 
age of building materials, available 
housing at the widely spaced stop- 
over points is not sufficient to take 
care of any large valume of tourists. 

Tn this connection, Mr. R. A. Gibson 
Director of the Lands, Parks aud 
Forest Branch of the Canadian Le- 
partment of Mines and Resources 
which administers the highway, 
stated, “We are not yet in a position 
where ordinary tourist travel can be 
accomodated. It is difficult eonugh 
these days to provide accomodation 
at places more convenient of access 
and we do not wish to have our visi- 
tors become dissatisfied through 
trave] to remote areas were som? 
enthusiastie writer as (presented an 
attractive picture but fails to men- 
tion the temporary drawbacks.” 

Contrary to wide-spread belief, the 
Alaska Highway is not yet open for 
general tourist travel. Travel per- 
mits must be obtained fromm the R. 
C.M.P. at Edmonton or the commend. 
ing officer of the Canadian Army 
unit, that maintains the Lighway from 
treadquarters at’ Dawson’ ‘Creek be- 
for any journey is commenced. 

The regulations governing the 
issuance of these permits state that 
they will be readily issued to pros- 
pectors and others who have actual 
business along the highway, or iy 
Alaska, if they can show they are 
organized and able to supply them- 
selves with transportation, gas, il 
and spare parts, and to undertake 
necessary vehicle wepairs, Also el- 
igible are organized parties of hunt- 
ers who have made prior arrange- 
ments and are accompanied by quall- 
fied guides, ‘providing their vehicles 
are roadworthy and they vomply othec- 
wise with trave] regulations, 

To be certified “road-worthy” a ve- 
hicle must carry two spare tires and 
tubes; tube repair kit; tire chains, 
pump, guage and jack; car tools; tow 
rope, axe, shove] and first aid kit, 

For the present the following parts 
must also be carried; spark plugs; 
fan bet; distributor coil and points, 
light fuses; condenser; fuel pump 
kit; brake fluid; axel; generator 
brushes and clutch parts. 

The travel permit regulations fur- 
ther state that, “It is regretted that 


for the present it will not be possibic|- 


to issue permits to those who wish to 
travel on the highway for a holiday,” 
The sole reason for this restriction is 
the lack of suitable avcomodation at 
overnight stopping places, which 
are sometimes 200 miles apart. Build- 
ing is being hurried all along the 
route, but the present shortage of 
materials makes it impossible to pro- 
vide adequate housing for this year, 

It is possible, however, to holiday on 
the Alaska Highway by utiliding a bus 
service which operates three timus 
weekly between Dawson Creek and 
Whitehorse and between Whitehorse 
andFairbanks, Alaska, Bus travels 
do not require permits and are a¢- 
commodated overnight at lodges oper- 
ated by the bus companies, The round 
trip takes 22 or 28 days, depending 
upon whether the return is made by 
air or by bus and rai, 

The Alaska Highway, with graveled 
surface, runs from Dawson Creek 
to Fairbanks, Alaska, the great part 
of it through wild, virgin country. 
Every effort is being made to devel- 
ope the route and adjacent lands into 
a@ popular and easily accessible va- 
cation district, But for the present

CHILD SURVIVES DREAD DISEASE, 
ONLY ONE LIVES IN A MILLION 


GADSDEN, Ala. — Claudia Paul- 
ette Starkey, three-months-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Claude Starkey 
of Gadsden, is one child in a million. 
Eleven-pound Claudia is one of the 
few persons to survive Erythroblas- 
tosis, and the only one of four Star- 
key children to live through the 
dread affliction. . 

The three Starkey children, pre- 
ceding Claudia died of the almost in- 
curable blood malady on the 19th 
day after birth. In 1930 the young 
couple lost Julia Ann. The follow- 
ing year a son, Claude Jr., died. In 
1938, Michael “Anthony was _ born, 
only to die on his 19th day. Physi- 
cians were stumped. 

But between the time of the death 
of the first Starkey child and the 
birth of Claudia, last Oct. 31, scien- 
tists had discovered the Rh factor. 
The blood of parents of children 
born with erythroblastosis, they 
found, had opposite Rh factors, one 
negative and the other positive. 

If the mother’s blood differed from 


the child's, their blood “fought” 
throughout pregnancy. But, they 
figured, if the blood of a child threat- 
ened with the disease could be classi- 
| fied soon enough and a transfusion 
of matching blood made, its chances 
for life could be greatly increased. 

Findings showed Mrs, Starkey to 
have a negative Rh factor, her hus- 
band a positive one. 

Plans for the battle for 
life were made months ahead, 


to have a positive Rh factor, match- 
\ing her father’s. Eight hours after 
birth, the blood was pumped from

The first weeks of Claudia’s life 
were suspense-laden, but when she 
passed the fateful 10th day science 
relaxed and declared another victory. 

Today Claudia is a lively, beauti- 
ful, healthy child, destined her moth- 
er says to “some day be called, ‘Mrs.
